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A Plea for United Effort and Prayer 


A plea for “immediate, aggressive 
nd nation-wide participation in the 
attle to save millions from starva- 
tion between now and harvest time” 
was voiced to the fourth annual con- 
vention of National Association of 
Evangelicals, which met recently in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, by Dr. J. El- 
win Wright, executive secretary, to 
hundreds of delegates attending from 
coast to coast. He called on delegates 
of twenty-one denominations to sup- 
port a $1,000,000 relief drive which, 
he said, would save at least 300,000 
lives and herald the gospel of Christ 
to distant and suffering sectors. 

“One of the greatest opportunities 

hich have come to us to serve hu- 
manity lies before us during the next 
three months,” Wright declared at the 
convention’s opening session in First 
Baptist Church. “We have demonstrat- 
ed our efficiency in carrying on a 
major relief operation to provide 
clothing for shivering Europe; we shall 
redouble and intensify our efforts to 
save more lives.” 

“The N.A.E. war-relief program in 
six European countries has been car- 
ried on at less than one-fourth the 
administrative cost of other licensed 
agencies,” Wright remarked. ‘While 
the average cost of administration for 
relief was 8.2 per cent for the quarter 
ending December 31, the cost of N. A. E. 
relief operation was 2 per cent,” he 
explained. The association is plan- 
ning a Pacific Coast commission to 
provide immediate aid to war sufferers 
in the Orient. 

“Many denominations without 
facilities for an efficient relief pro- 

am will join us in our effort,” 

right affirmed. The relief plan in- 
cludes distribution to all in need, 
without regard to race, by N.A.E. ap- 
proved agencies which are already 
established and in operation in areas 
of greatest need. The distribution will 
always be accompanied by an evan- 
gelical testimony. 

Wright declared that a national ex- 
pert in foodstuffs had promised whole- 
hearted cooperation to make American 
dollars go the utmost for relief. A per- 
fected formula for a balanced meal, 
consisting entirely of elements in good 
supply, can be furnished in concen- 
trated form at a cost of only four 
cents a meal, including packaging, he 
disclosed. One hundred packaged 
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meals weigh only sixteen pounds, as 
compared with a weight of 183 pounds 
without containers, for the standard 
army rations. 

Commenting on the movement’s 
crusade for an equitable assignment 
of radio time for religious purposes, 
in view of supposed disproportionate 
assignment to modernist preachers 
affiliated with the Federal Council of 
Churches, Dr. Wright declared that a 
survey of network religious broadcast- 
ing in 1945 shows greater consideration 
on the part of some networks for 
evangelical programs. Whereas, the 
Mutual system in 1944 gave evangeli- 
cals no free time, in 1945 it gave them 
six and one-half hours. Of the 208 
hours of religious time sold by the 
Mutual network, all but twenty-six 
hours was purchased by seven associa- 
tions broadcasting an evangelical mes- 
sage. The commission of National Re- 
ligious Broadcasters, cooperating with 
N.A.E., is surveying means of raising 
religious broadcasts to a higher level, 
both in content and production. 

The establishment of a New York 
office by the Evangelical Foreign Mis- 
sions Association, cooperating with 
the N.A.E., will save mission boards 
many thousands of dollars annually 
by handling cooperative purchases for 
the outfitting of missionaries and mis- 
sion stations. By the same office, 
Wright explained, advice and assist- 
ance in transportation problems will 
be afforded. 

Wright recommended the establish- 
ment of a Commission on Church 
Financing, with a full-time secretary, 
to assist churches seeking to put their 
fiscal affairs on a sounder basis. 

Wright stressed the need of main- 
taining “a most positive stand against 
infidelity and apostasy within the 
church, which is so largely responsible 
for the vast indifference to the gospel 
displayed by the present generation. 
The National Association of Evangeli- 
cals has no reason for existence if it 
fails to make clear its repudiation of 
the false doctrines of modernism 
which are endorsed and propagated by 
several of the interdenominational 
organizations of this country; notably, 
the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America. Men who deny the 
deity of Christ, the virgin birth, the 
miracles of our Savior, the efficacy 
of His shed blood to save us from our 


sins, His physical resurrection and 
His personal return in power and glory 
are not Christians, but are lost and 
doomed sinners in need of repentance, 
even though they may occupy places 
of honor in the church. Our effort 
must ever be to purge our churches 
of these pagans and to give ourselves 
earnestly to prayer for revival.” 


“The church has been trying every 
conceivable device to promote revival, 
but there will be indifferent success 
until the Biblical device is employed,” 
declared Wright. “We have tried ad- 
vertising, stunts, lovely music, high- 
pressure organization,  theatricals, 
community surveys, crusades, city- 
wide campaigns, and a hundred other 
plans, some of them good, some worth- 
less, some displeasing to God. Could 
we not try one more—the only one we 
have neglected? Could we not try 
prayer? Until prayer becomes the 
major occupation of the Church of 
Jesus Christ, we shall not have laid 
a foundation for an effective spiritual 
awakening. I am convinced there are 
a hundred spiritual leaders in Chris- 
tian work in this country who could 
turn the tide and bring to birth a 
greater revival than has been seen 
since the days of Finney, if they 
would pray together until the fire falls. 
I challenge these men, who stand in 
the forefront in Christian work in this 
country, to drop their campaigning, 
their missions, their executive duties, 
their conferences and board meetings 
for the ten-day period ending on 
Pentecost in 1947, and to come to- 
gether in one place to do nothing but 
to make their confession to God and 
pray until they are of one accord. 
We can be satisfied with nothing less 
than a visitation of God among His 
people as profound and far-reaching 
in its effect as the Protestant Reforma- 
tion or the Wesleyan revival.”

Prophetic Palestine 

Midnight Cry gives us the following 
interesting item in regard to develop- 
ments in Palestine designed to protect 
Britain’s Empire: 

“The termination of Egypt’s con- 
cession to the Suez Canal Company 
comes in 1968. The British govern- 
ment must then relinquish its control 
of the canal, and the waterway come 
into the sole possession of Egypt. That 
event will leave Britain with no link 
of that kind to connect her with her 
far eastern colonies. Planning ahead, 
she proposes to cut a new canal 
through Palestine beginning on the 
Mediterranean at a place the Bible 
calls Acre, now known as Akka, and 
extending it to the north end of the 
sea of Galilee. Utilizing the Jordan 
Valley to the Dead Sea the waters 
would flood the region where the 
Dead Sea lies below sea level, and 
from there a cut of 25 miles to the 
south would be required to emerge in- 
to the gulf of Akaba, on the Red Sea. 
Throughout the proposed project 
much of the country to be appropri- 
ated is barren and unproductive, the 
only place of note having to be inun- 
dated being Jericho at the northern 
end of the Dead Sea.”

Hymwno.tocy: “The study or science 
of hymns, including their history, use, 
and classification; also a treatise on 
hymns, or hymns collectively; the act 
of singing hymns.” If we are missing 
the history and the messages which 
our rich heritage of Christian hymns 
and hymnodies contain, it is the pur-

is field of most pleasant and profit- 
able learning. 

God answering Job out of the 
whirlwind said, “Where wast thou,... 
When the morning stars sang together, 
and all the sons of God shouted for 
joy?” The first musical instruments 
mentioned in the Bible are in Genesis 
4; and the first choir, earthly, in the 
same book, chapter 31. While it is 
true that the word “hymn” was em- 
ployed by the ancient Greeks, mean- 
ing a song or poem composed in honor 
of gods, heroes or famous men, and 
much older than Greek hymns are 
those of the ancient Chinese, Assyri- 
ans, Egyptians and Indians; for the 
origin and idea of Christian hymns 
we must go to Hebrew sources. Think 
of Moses’ song, Deborah’s, Hannah’s, 
Mary’s Magnificat, and the hymn Je- 
sus sang with His disciples just before 
they went out into the mount of 
Olives. Since the Jewish passover was 
followed immediately by the singing 
of Psalms 113, 114, 115, 116, 117 and 

8, this is, without doubt, what was 

ng by our Lord and His disciples in 
their last meeting before His cruci- 
fixion. 

The Old Testament rings with songs 
of triumph! Hear David, the sweet 
singer of Israel, thrilling our souls and 
setting the joy bells of glory ringing 
in our hearts with his inimitable 
psalms! “He hath put a new song in 
my heart, even praises unto God”; 
“Let the nations be glad and sing for 
joy”; “Serve the Lord with gladness, 
and come before his presence with 


- Singing”; “Thy statutes have been my 


songs in the house of my pilgrimage.” 
Hear the prophets declaring that the 
mountains, valleys, trees, and wood 
sing God’s praise; and the prophetic 
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pronouncement, “And the ransomed 
of the Lord shall return and come to 
Zion with songs and everlasting joy 
upon their heads; they shall obtain 
joy and gladness, and sorrow and sigh- 
ing shall flee away.” 


A good history, tracing hymns from 
New Testament days, through the 
early centuries, down to our present 
day, is most moving and helpful in 
understanding and appreciating Chris- 
tian hymns. It is well to note St. 
Augustine’s significant definition of 
a hymn, acceptable to all Christen- 
dom; “praise to God with song” (“cum 
cantico”). When St. Augustine heard 
the people under St. Ambrose of. 
Milan sing, he described himself as 
moved to tears by the sweetness of 
these “hymns and canticles.” The 
hymns by Gregory, Bede, and others 
of later centuries follow. How touch- 
ing to read that again and again, as 
the Crusaders marched toward the 
Holy Land to liberate it from the 
hands of Moslem Turks; starving, 
fighting, and dying, they sang that 
great ancient hymn, “TE DEUM 
LAUDAMUS” (We Praise Thee, O 
God). Songs have indeed been the 
comfort and inspiration of the ages! 


Christian hymns really began to 
flourish during the Reformation. Mar- 
tin Luther published a small volume of 
only eight hymns, to be enlarged to 
63 and 125. The Catholics complained 
that the people were singing them- 
selves “right into the Lutheran faith.” 
Other great composers were Charles 
Wesley, Isaac Watts, Philip Doddridge, 
Augustus Montague Toplady, John 
Newton, William Cowper, Phillips 
Brooks, Fannie Crosby, Geo. Bernard, 
Moody and Sankey, P. P. Bliss, James 
Rowe, Robert Lowry, W. H. Doane, 
and many, many others. Our own 
music editor, Rev. V. B. Ellis, has given 
us some splendid songs. 

I have personally become interested 
enough to purchase the hymnal and 
hymnody of other churches, such as 
the Methodist, Presbyterian and 
Lutheran, for study. “Lyric Religion,” 
by H. Augustine Smith, is monu- 
mental. Another first-rater is the 
“Story of My Life and Gospel Hymns” 
by Sankey. Add to this “A Treasure 
of Hymns” by Amos R. Wells. 

When we think of the fact that 
these great songs can be so effectively 
quoted in our sermons at appropriate 
times, as well as the thrilling stories 
connected with them, we cannot afford 
to forego this gold mine of homiletical 
material. Take for instance H. G. 
Spafford, of Chicago, who had suffered 
complete financial reverse. He sent 
his wife and children to Europe, while 
he remained behind to try to get 
things started back to normalcy in 
business. The ship on which they 
took passage went down, and Mrs. 
Spafford sent a telegram something 
like this, “I am saved alone.” The 
children were lost. The great financial 
loss, and then this besides, would 
seem to have completely crushed him, 
but in the midst of this sorrow he 
wrote that mighty hymn, “It Is Well 
With My Soul.” 

What would our services be like if 
we had no hymns? Occasionally, I 
like to take a good hymn book and 
just drink in the glorious messages 
of hymn after hymn. Think of the 
fact that we have songs appropriate 
for all occasions. For invitation, 
“Softly and Tenderly”; consecration, 
“Have Thine Own Way, Lord”; com- 
fort, “What a Friend We Have in 
Jesus”; fellowship, “Blest Be the Tie 
That Binds”; assurance, “My Hope Is 
Built”; parting “God Be With You Till 
We Meet Again”; Bible, “Break Thou 
the Bread of Life”; atonement, “Rock

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Why Do the Heathen Rage, and the People Imagine a 


“The kings of the earth set them- 
selves, and the rulers take counsel to- 
gether, against the Lord, and against 
his anointed.” 


Now is this fulfilled before our eyes, 
as mobs of anti-christ Reds rage 
through the streets of our principal 
cities while police are ordered not to 
oppose them. That we are in the last 
days of a dying age, long foretold in 
the prophetic Scriptures, is an ac- 
cepted fact with virtually all funda- 
mental Bible students. Many have re- 
ferred to the returning of Jews to 
Palestine as evidence of the “bud- 
ding” of the prophetic fig tree. We 
are disposed to think of that as a 
prophetic co-ordinate rather than the 
actual budding of the fig tree itself. 


A California writer recently issued 
a little booklet on this, in which he 
further points to the gathering of dry 
bones, as seen by the prophet Ezekiel. 
Since it is accepted that those dry 
bones represent dead and dried Israel 
(rather than Jewry alone), and since 
the cursing of the unfruitful fig tree 
fits into that picture of dead Israel, 
no fruit from it is to be expected in its 
return to Palestine. Since the Lord 
Himself said, “No man eat fruit of 
thee hereafter forever,” it is clearly 
the spiritual end of Israel, as such. 

We are disposed to consider the fact 
that there is a distinct reaching out 
for Christ’s zospel among the rank 
and file of Jewry; and an openness 
of mind toward His claims upon them 
represents the budding of that sym- 
bolic tree, rather than the regathering 
of those dry bones. 

As to the dry bones, which came 
every bone to his bone, trere was no 
life in them until the Lord spoke to 
the winds and the breath came into 
them, after sinews and flesh had 
come. So only as and when these de- 
picted as dry bones accept life, and as 
His Spirit comes upon them, do these 
dead live in the spiritual sense. 

As these are prophetic develop- 
ments long foretold for this day and 
age in which we find ourselves, we 
must also bear in mind that there is 
the parallel development that “evil 
men shall wax worse and worse, de- 
ceiving and being deceived”; and this, 
too, is all too apparent for our com- 
fort. 

Too many accept ideas presented by 
others, ideas that sound logical and 
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Vain Thing? 


yet are not well based on Scripture, as 
did this young California writer, with- 
out going sufficiently into the matter. 
When we find any writer discussing 
these things, and using the terms 
“Jews” and “Israel” interchangeably, 
we are quite sceptical as to the sound- 
ness of their conclusion, as “Jew” is 
only a corruption of “Judah,” one of 
the twelve tribes, while all the prom- 
ises except one in Genesis refer to 
the whole house of Israel; Judah was 
roughly only one-twelfth. 

Those promises are to all the people 
of all those tribes. From the carrying 
away of the Ten Tribes on down to 
date, the Bible uses the term “Israel” 
for the Ten Tribes, and the term 
“Judah” for exactly what it indicates. 
This is true even of prophecies thou- 
sands of years old and yet future in so 
far as fulfillment is concerned. 


The curses pronounced upon those 
who curse Israel likewise are as much 
in effect to these Ten Tribes as to 
Judah. It is no Jewish special decree. 
Christians are, in any event, told to 
“bless and curse not.” 

Those who are referred to as wax- 
ing worse and worse need no identi- 
fication as these Red heathen rage 
through our streets and curse every- 
one who upholds Christianity and our 
Constitutional national independence. 
Red writers of the kept press smear 
everyone who stands openly and cou- 
rageously for the things for which 
christian statesmen, like Washington, 
Jefferson, Franklin and Madison, 
stood. 

Isaiah foretold of an end-time group 
who will “decree unrighteous decrees 
and write grievousness which they 
have prescribed, that widows may be 
their prey and that they may rob the 
fatherless.” Just incidentally, these 
“fatherless” have been and are being 
steadily increased. 

The apostle James also foresaw and 
foretold how this end-time group 
would heap the gold and silver of 
earth. All should be aware that this 
“heaping” has been accomplished in 
the past decade. 

Isaiah had more pertinent things to 


say of this evil group, in chapter 28, 
in which he described their end-tim 
control of sources of information, as 
a “refuge of lies”; and these lies are 
disseminated through their control of 
the metropolitan press, the radio and 
the silver screen, which likewise has 
passed into the hands of this inter- 
national group, who control the 
money and credit of earth, using it to 
create booms and depressions, war 
and peace, as best serves their wicked 
purposes.

John declared that when the Lord re- 
turns to reward His servants, great 
and small, then He will “destroy them 
that destroy the earth.”

fruit will be His. But no fruit can be 
expected from those dry bones until 
that happy time when we shall see 
Him as He is. Then will Ezek. 37:16 be 
fulfilled and they become one (Chris- 
tian) people, in Him. Then shall we be 
like Him, if we are faithful unto 
death. We have not long to wait, 
these shortened days go rushing past; 
so let us not be too greatly disturbed 
by the raging of heathen who hate 
both Christ and God, and who are 
merely fulfilling their prophetic des- 
tiny. 

World leaders of these Red groups 
have openly declared that hate must 
become the activating force in life in 
order to bring in a sort of a Utopia 
they have in mind. They have de- 
clared again and again that a lie has 
as much value for propaganda pur- 
poses as has the truth. In view of 
these facts, it would seem that the

On Education

Text: John 8:32, “You shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.” 


The art of education is to discover 
and accept truth. One must accept 
truth, regardless of its source. Always 
listen to the man who knows. 


When Warden Laws was assigned 
to the shoe repairing shop in Clinton 
prison, the fifty men working there 
quit work and stared at him. He re- 
turned the stares, but the men did 
not return to work. An embarrassing 
silence ensued, broken at last when a 
prisoner spoke: 

“My name is Chapeleau.” 

“Yes, Chapeleau,” the warden an- 
swered. 

“Better hang your cane on the wall 
there, Cap,” the prisoner said. 

“Why?” the warden asked. 

“Look around you,” the prisoner 
continued. 

The warden looked. Fifty pairs of 
evil eyes looked back at him. Eyes 
that belonged to murderers, gunmen, 
and felons. In their hands they held 
heavy shoemaker’s tools. The voice 
of the prisoner spoke again, just above 
a whisper: “If trouble starts, that 
cane will do you no good. It is none 
of my business, but let that cane hang 
on the wall as an emblem of authority, 
not as the symbol of punishment.” 

The warden obeyed the prisoner’s 
advice, and the men returned to their 
work. 

It is true that this advice came from 
a prisoner, and from one who was a 
murderer; but it was the beginning 
of Warden Laws’ education in prison 
technique. He was not too proud to 
listen to the man who knew. This 
sterling quality went far toward mak- 
ing him America’s number ONE 
warden. 

When men think so highly of them- 
selves that they refuse to listen to 
the men who know, whether they are 
prisoners, bootblacks, bankers, or 
servants, then they are wise in their 
own conceits. Such men will never be 
truly educated. 

The man seeking an education must 
cultivate an open mind. He must 
keep his mind open until he has re-

ceived all the evidence on the subject. 

If you can fill in the following 
three blanks with a sincere “YES,” 
then you may achieve the art, and 
develop the technique of open-mind- 
edness: 

1. Do you want to prove that your 
preconceived ideas are true, or do you 
want to learn the truth about the 
issue? (——.) 

2. Are you willing to lay aside the 
ideas, traditions, and beliefs of a life- 
time, and the customs of your social 
class, in order to accept truth? 
(-——.) 

3. Are you willing to surrender your 
heart and mind completely to the 
truth, whether it shall lead you to 
success or failure, to war or peace, to 
profit or loss, to life or death? (——.) 

The open mind, seeking after truth 
at any cost, will be able to answer 
these three questions with a “YES.” 

Education is the apprenticeship of 
life. Its chief aim is to develop char- 
acter; to culture the soul; and to 
convert the mind into a living foun- 
tain, not a reservoir. 

Education is a process of progress 
toward truth. It is an eternal becom- 
ing more like Jesus. It is a seeking to 
be filled with all the fulness of God. 
Through education, we possess more 
and more of the world’s GOOD, not 
the world’s GOODS. It is a continual 
developing into a person of experi- 
ence, appreciation, love, and power. 
Therefore, a man cannot be truly 
educated unless he is a good man. 
And this fact demands that one ex- 
perience the brotherhood of man and 
the Fatherhood of God before he can 
become educated in the true sense of 
the word. 

To be educated, one must make a 
complete surrender to truth, any truth, 
and all truth. When a man does this, 
he is no longer afraid. From then on, 
he is free from fear, superstition, dog- 
matism, greed, and authority. He 
realizes that intelligence will make 
errors, but he also knows that intelli- 
gence will correct them. He gains new 
courage. He relies on himself, and 
finds that he has the power to find 
truth for himself. This is living at 
one’s best. 


Truth is not truth because it is 
loved, but we should love it because it 
is truth. The true lover of truth, for 
truth’s sake, is a scientist, and a phi- 
losopher. He does not waste time try- 
ing to prove ungrounded theories, but 
he searches in the storehouse of 
knowledge and accepts fact, whether it 
agrees with theory or not. The Jews 
taught for doctrine the command- 
ments of men, thus proving that they 
were rejecting truth. They still have 
a theory that Jesus was a bastard, and 
that His disciples stole His body while 
the guards slept; but the truth is that 
He was the Son of God, and while the 
guards were powerless under the 
stroke of the Almighty, an angel rolled 
the stone away, and the Holy Ghost 
resurrected Jesus to life and immor- 
tality. Ah, yes. There is much dif- 
ference between fact and theory. The 
lover of truth accepts nothing but 
fact. He is becoming educated. 

Evolution is only a theory, and ever 
will be. It has never been proven. 
There is no such thing as a fact of 
evolution. And those men who squan- 
der their time plundering through the 
ruins of old civilizations, digging for 
bones of prehistoric animals, and try- 
ing to find the missing link, will be 
no more educated when they will 
have finished than when they started. 
The fact is that God created man, and 
nothing can be proved differently. 

Accept fact and you can build a 
real conviction on it; accept error and 
all you can develop is an opinion, and 
you can’t prove that. 

Fact and truth can be measured. 
For if they exist at all, then they 
exist in some quantity. Even the mind 
can be measured. Some think better 
than others, some think faster, some 
think oftener, some think twice be- 
fore speaking, others speak before 
thinking at all. So a good test for 
truth is: Can it be measured? 

To become truly educated, one must 
not laugh at new ideas. Yet, he must 
not be too quick to accept them. Peo- 
ple laughed at Columbus, but his idea 
worked. They laughed at Henry Ford, 
but the Model T rolled along. 

Great men, seeking education, look- 
ing for truth, hungry for fact, have 
left the well-beaten paths followed by 
men obsessed with old opinions and 
prejudices, and have delved into the 
tangled forests of unknown facts; 
they have sailed the uncharted seas 
of truth; they have stumbled across 
the wind-swept deserts of evidence, 
ever impelled and driven and inspired

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® “Blessed are the meek: for they shall 
inherit the earth,” Matt. 5:5. 


When asked by a missionary, “Who 
are the meek?” a small native girl in 
Jamaica answered: 

“The meek are those people who re- 
ply softly when asked a rough ques- 
tion.” 

Proverbially, it is not news when a 
dog bites a man. Nor is it news when 
a man replies in kind to a “rough 
question.” Therefore, the world always 
is puzzled when it finds a truly meek 
person—one who does not bite back 
when bitten. 

The world cannot understand the 
philosophy of a meek person of the 
Bible kind. He is laughed at, criti- 
cized, sometimes maligned, yet in some 
cases secretly admired by those who 
know not the meaning of the term, 
and care less about meekness. Worst 
of all, and hardest to bear, however, 
is the misunderstanding of friends— 
friends who are not spiritually-minded 
enough to appreciate meekness of the 
kind that brings blessing (Matt. 5:5). 

Meekness has never been popular 
with the world. Sometimes it is un- 
popular with professing Christians, 
also. Too often it is mistaken for 
mere softness, wishy-washiness, even 
cowardice, or “shirking of duty.” It is 
never, in the worldly mind, associated 
with power in this day, when power 
and authority over others is so erron- 
eously at a premium! 

Thus, to the world, the idea of a 
: meek person’s getting anywhere is but 

; foolishness (1 Cor. 1:18, 21; 2:14, etc.) ; 
S Ons as for a meek one inheriting any- 
thing—much less the earth—that is 
beyond their comprehension. 

A famous Christian missionary once 
defined meekness as, “That disposition 
which disposes one to take injuries, 
insults, and slights patiently ... the 
attitude of the pupil to the teacher 
while receiving instruction; of the 
dutiful son to the father while receiv- 
ing paternal correction; of the Chris- 
tian to God when He speaks through 
His Word.” 

The world does not believe in “tak- 
ing injuries, insults, and slights pa- 
tiently.” Nor does the carnal Christian 
(Rom. 8:6, 7); indeed, not yet possess- 
ing it, he finds to his humiliation many

times that he is anything but “meek” 
when injured, insulted, or slighted! 

Meekness is not a quality of the 
“natural” man. It is a quality of the 
heavenly, and enumerated with the 
“fruit of the Spirit” (Gal. 5:23). Thus, 
we are never to associate it with 
“natural” emotions such as shyness, 
timidity, cowardice, but with spiritual 
qualities. 

One good reason why a truly meek 
person does not feel slighted or abused 
is because he is never looking for 
“honor,” a prominent position, a seat 
at the head of the table. He never 
thinks more highly of himself than he 
ought to think (Rom. 12:3), but he is 
tremendously anxious to be right with 
God and to obey Him (Acts 5:29). 

A lamb and a dove get along well 
together. Meekness and peace are 
companions. Meekness inspires for- 
giveness in the heart, and the two are 
inseparable. A meek person is able 
to please God by forgiving men their 
trespasses; thus he brings upon him- 
self the Father’s blessing. When we 
are grievously wronged by someone, 
there is always the tendency to worry 
about it because there seems to be 
no help. This attitude, we know full 
well, brings only added sorrow and 
grief. But the truly meek Christian 
can and does endure wrong patiently, 
and thus receives God’s blessing in the 
end. 

As a rule, a hero is never thought of 
as “meek.” If you doubt this, please 
read the descriptions of just a few 
heroes in modern novels or magazine 
articles. Yet a truly meek person is 
frequently most heroic. When he takes 
a stand for the right, he is quite 
willing to suffer for it; he is not 
concerned with what folks say about 
him or what they think. He knows 
that God is with him, as long as he is 
in the right. Thus, he possesses the 
downright courage to rebuke sin 
wherever he finds it—and who will 
deny that this does take heroism? He 
will stand for his convictions, alone if 
need be; and this sort of spiritual 
meekness gives sternness of charac- 
ter without harshness. 

A beautiful legend is told of a cer- 
tain saint who lived long ago. This 
saint was so good that the angels 
came down to see how any mortal 


man could be so godly. He went about 
his daily work, making others happy, 
and doing good, without being aware 
that he forgave or helped. The words 
“save—forgave” told the story of his 
life; yet neither word ever passed his 
lips; only his smile, forbearance, and 
charity expressed these things. 

The angels asked God that the gift 
of miracles might be given this good 
man, and such permission was grant‘ 
ed. Would he choose that the touch 
of his hand might heal the sick? He 
said, “No; I would rather that God 
should do that.” Would he have power 
to convert souls? “No,” he answered. 
“That is the work of the Holy Spirit.” 
What, then, did he wish? “I wish that 
God would make it possible for me 
to do a great deal of good to others 
without my ever knowing it,” was the 
reply. 

And so it was arranged that every 
time his shadow should fall behind 
or on either side, so that he could not 
see it, the shadow should have the 
power to cure disease, soothe pain, 
comfort sorrow. As he went about 
after that time, when his shadow fell 
out of his sight, it made withered 
plants grow again, fading flowers 
sweet, gave health to pale children, 
and joy to unhappy mothers. But the 
saint himself was never aware of 
the blessings that flowed from him; 
and the people, respecting his humility 
and meekness, forgot his name and 
spoke of him only as the Holy Shadow. 

The truly meek Christian, like this 
ancient saint, is not conscious of 
the good which he does for others. 
Thus, he does not look for reward; 
and perhaps because of this very at- 
tribute, he has the promise of so great 
an inheritance as “the earth.” 

Although the meek have the scrip- 
tural promise of “inheriting the earth,” 
they also shall inherit other things, 
for it is a truth that the meek man 
wins victories which none other can 
win. It is true that when a meek 
Christian suffers wrong for Jesus’ sake 
(Matt. 5:11), without using force, go- 
ing to law, or otherwise retaliating, 
God does take his part. Joy and peace 
are his all the way. He truly “inherits” 
blessings in this life: blessings which 
those who are not meek can never, 
never know nor obtain. 

The Bible promise is that he shall 
“inherit the earth.” This is inter- 
preted in a number of ways. But let 
us think of it as the earth which we 
know. If a wealthy father owns two

Again, at Corinth, Acts 18:11, “And he 
continued there a year and six 
months, TEACHING the word of God 
among them.” The glorious results of 
the early church’s program of teach- 
ing was that multitudes were saved 
and led to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. That, my friend, is the evan- 
gelization program instituted, inspired, 
anointed, and set into motion by the 
Lord Jesus, the Son of God, in His 
last and final world-wide command. 
The teacher is a real evangelist, whose 
job is not to fill one hour on Sunday 
morning, but to win souls with the 
simple child-understanding message 
of Jesus. He, and He alone, can make 
us fishers of men. 

The Bible was written for the direct 
purpose of seeking and saving that 
which was lost. “But these are written, 
that ye might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that be- 
lieving ye might have life through his 
name,” John 20:31. Christian work- 
ers of the Sunday School, remember 
your calling, and go to it on Sunday 
morning; SOULS, lost souls, are dy- 
ing without Christ and without hope. 
“... he shall save his people from 
their sins,” Matt.

Success is the ultimate aim of edu- 
cation. These two are bosom com- 
panions, and depend on each other. 
To succeed, one must be educated, and 
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one cannot become educated unless 
he cultivates success. Education and 
success grow up together like twin 
brothers. 

To cultivate success, one must en- 
deavor within the scope of his ability. 
One cannot add to his stature by 
standing on a barrel. Zacchaeus was 
no taller in the sycamore tree than 
on the ground. Thomas Edison would 
never have risen to fame as a member 
of some cannibal tribe. And an ape in 
the laboratory would not have aston- 
ished the world with his findings. 

Since the eye cannot perform the 
functions of the hand, nor the head 
the functions of the feet, then abide 
in the calling wherein you are called; 
whether prophecy, let us prophesy ac- 
cording to our faith; or ministry, let 
us wait on our ministering; or he 
that teacheth on teaching; he that 
exhorteth, on exhortation; he that 
giveth, do it with simplicity; he that 
ruleth, with diligence; he that show- 
eth mercy, with cheerfulness. 


So the educated man endeavors 
within the scope of his ability. If he 
is a good writer, he should not spend 
his time shining shoes; if he is a good 
preacher, he should not spend his time 
with a hammer and nail. An educat- 
ed man soon learns that time and 
effort are wasted unless they are spent 
at his highest level of successful serv- 
ice. We must do our best, at the best 
we can do. 

We are living in a streamlined age 
of efficiency and speed. New things 
are ever coming into being to take the 
place of less successful things. This 
also applies to our ministry. Each 
year, I see ministers, who should be 
at the peak of efficiency, step aside 
for more qualified men. And that 
man who takes the place is not al- 
ways the younger of the two, but he 
is always the more qualified of the 
two. If you are a teacher, then by all 
means LEARN TO TEACH, BUT 
TEACH ONLY WHAT YOU HAVE 
LEARNED; if you are an evangelist, 
EVANGELIZE; if you are a pastor, 
FEED THE FLOCK; if you are an 
overseer, TAKE THE OVERSIGHT 


WILLINGLY, NOT FOR MONEY, BUT’ 


FOR THE GLORY OF GOD AND THE 
WELFARE OF THE CHURCH. What- 
ever your task may be, LEARN ALL 
THERE IS TO KNOW ABOUT IT. 
Then, when you step aside, it will be 
because you are too old and feeble to 
carry on any longer; when you leave 
the stage of action, you will carry with 
you the honor of many victories won 


for the cause of Jesus, and the peo- 
ple will hold you up as an example 
for your successor to follow. He will 
be judged by your standards. Amen.

valuable farms and wills one of them 
to each of his two sons, which son 
will be likely to be the happier—the 
one who enjoys the real blessings of 
peace, happiness, and honest toil, or 
the one who finds in his inheritance 
only some land on which he pays 
taxes and tries to make money? As 
someone has so aptly said, “It is better 
to own no home, yet be welcome in 
many homes, than to own a thousand 
mansions and be welcome in none of 
them.” The meek Christian is 
equipped to enjoy real blessings, to in- 
herit enjoyment, contentment, and 
peace which pass the understanding 
of the one who knows naught of true 

meekness. 

And then in looking for an example 
of meekness, for the truest, greatest 
example of all, we turn, of course, to 
the Lord Jesus. “Take my yoke upon 
you, and learn of me: for I am meek 
and lowly in heart,” He declares (Matt. 
11:29). Throughout His earthly life, 
in teaching and in practice, He ex- 
emplified meekness. 

In Christ’s life, we find over and 
over again two qualities: (1) failure to 
retaliate for personal injury, and (2) 
quickness, courageousness, in rebuk- 
ing sin and disobedience to God’s 
commands. 

He who said, “Be ye therefore wise 
as serpents and harmless as doves,” 
said also, “Ye offspring of vipers, how 
can ye, being evil, speak good things?” 
(Matt. 12:34) to the Pharisees when 
the occasion demanded a rebuke. In 
speaking such biting words, He clear- 
ly made no bid for popularity, praise, 
nor personal honor. 

And we recall instances where 
Christ forbade people to do Him honor. 
Even when transfigured before the dis- 
ciples, He said, “Tell the vision to no 
man, until the Son of man be risen 
from the dead” (Matt. 17:9). He com- 
manded evil spirits not to speak of 
Him (Mark 1:34). When He healed 
the leper, He said, “See thou say 
nothing to any man... (Mark 1:44). 

And we know of His meekness dur- 
ing His last trial when falsely accused; 
how He meekly endured the misrepre- 
sentation, refusing even to answer a 
word ... “He was oppressed, and he 
was afflicted, yet he opened not his 
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mouth: he is brought as a lamb to 
the slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he opened 
not his mouth,” Isa. 53:7. 


Meekness stands forth in the record 
of Christ’s earthly ministry and pro- 
claims Him truly “the meekest of the 
meek.” He taught meekness by prac- 
tice as well as by precept. It is a part 
of His divine nature. 


Do we seek this meekness which is 
spiritual? We cannot purchase it. We 
cannot get it by imitation. It cannot 
be earned. It is alone a gift of God— 
to those who will receive it. 

Have we opened our hearts fully to 
Christ? Has He been given full con- 
trol of our entire being, our plans, our 
possessions? Has He been invited to 
dwell within us permanently (Col. 
1:27), to become, in us, “the hope of 
glory”? If so, the fruit of the Spirit 
(Gal. 5:22, 23) will take root and grow 
and blossom forth, and true meekness 
will be present for others to see and 
enjoy. But like the saint of the 
legend, the truly meek Christian alone 
may be unconscious of the fact that 
genuine meekness is his.

When granted 
one last request, they complied with 
the singing of Martin Luther’s hymn, 
“A Mighty Fortress Is Our God.” The 
singing of this hymn by these brave 
lads about to die gave courage to 
their other countrymen who were also 
interned by the Germans. 

In John Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” Miss Much Afraid went through 
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the river singing. How many Chris- 
tians have gone through the river of 
death singing! Hear the saint singing 
the old hymn in the hour of home 
going: 


“My latest sun is sinking fast, 
My race is nearly run;
